Hence we find 
that Oar firſt Pareft was endowed -with an 
extraordinaty mealure of knowledge by the 
bountitul inſpiration of his maker, where- 
by he was enabled to give names to all crea- 
tures agreably to their reſpeQive natures; 
and which we may juſtly prefume*he took 
all puſſible care, at leait as far as was ne- 
ceſſary, to tranſmit to his poſterity. And 
tho it could not be ſupported in all the Ad- 
vantages with which it had been delivered, 
yet did it more or leſs appear in all the fuc- 
ceeding generations, and diflus'd it7fex 
proportionably to the increaſe and pripa- 

ation of 'mankind ; and ſo gave conſtant 
Birth to New Schools. Cain indeed ap- 
lyed himſelf chiefly to the invention of 
echanical Arts, and his ſordid eovetous 
temper diveſted him from more ingenious 
Studies ; however this did not hinder him 
from communicating ſome uſetul pieces of 
knowledgeto the World. But his younger 


Brother Serb, as he differed from him very 

much in principle, ſo he betook himſelf 

to different purſuits: He inftrufted his po- 

ſteriry in vertuous practiſes; and 'encou-

have forced them to it. And Indeed fu 
isthe tritaeſs of our modern Diſcipline 
in the matter of Inftruction'and Education, 
that every Maſter of a Family, who cannot 
have the advantage of a publick School, is 
obliged to maincain'a Maſter ar-his. own

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"private Charger, rill bis Children be out of 
"the lower Forms, and wid bn ful profi- 
ciency .in Learning qualified themſelves for 
the higher Schools,” For th&due ordering 
of which Schools, and that they may'#h- 
ſwer the deſignof their Inſtitution, in bei 
ſerviceable to the publick neceſſities, Two 
of the chief men in every aps rs are 
appointed yearly-abour rhe aay of Pentecoſt 
whoſe buſineſs 1t is ro take care of rhetr re- 
-ſpe&ive 'S.hools. To which end they 0- 
blige themſelves once every' day to vilit 
them,zand to {ce that both Maiter and S:ho- 
lars perform their reſpeQive duties, And 
for the greater encouragement of the latter, 
theſe:Governours meet ſeveral dzys betore 
rhey proceed tO A new appointment, an1 
publickly examin them', in which exami- 
nation they that acquir themſelves wel}, are 
publickly rewarded, 'The Governours are 
:1zewife totake care that-the Youth in the 
Synagogue perform their Devotion So- 
lemnly '2nd regularly, and have power to

they; should be of known probityand inte- 
grity ; that ſo their Lite comporting with 
their doctrine, they might be able ro in- 
ſtruct both-by Precept and Example, Alfo 
tis requir'd that they should nor uſe ſeverity, 
nor indeed any rough methods. of Corres 
ion, unleſs whert they are alrogether ne» 
ceſſary , and chat only for « terrour' T6 
others, not to gratifie their own hatred, 
or any other indecent paſſion, As tothe 
Scholars it isexpetted from, and required 
inchem chat they Should be of an 'humble 
and docible diſpolitions rhar they stoald 
bebave themſelves with modeſty nnd an 2- 
greable reverence to their Teachers; and 
beevery way qualified by vertue and 
manners ta reap the benefits of 1 
neither fallowing the bent kelopitione.

Tis a rule with us, that no Child 
be admitted ' into our publick Schools un- 
der ſix' years of Age, and ſome , not be- 
tore they are ſeven, a juſt and due regard 
being always had tothe Vigour or Weak- 
neſs of their Conſtitutions ; and that after 
they have been accuſtomed to ſome:princi- 
pal Texts of the Law (as viz. 'Hear'O Iſrael 
the Lord our God is one Lnrd &c. ) 7 their 
Parents care over them, 1o as to be able up- 
on occaſion, readily to account for them. 
Upon their firſt admiſſion, they are to be 
inftructedin the Law of Moſes, to betaught 
the Text:and Hiſtorical paſſage of it, to- 
gether with the Writings of the Prophets, 
it being thonght moſt proper, that their fir(t 
advances: 'in Learning should be bottom'*d 
upon the-ſame Foungation:with "their Reli- 
gion, thit ſo both may .grow-up together. 
After this, they are:to: proceed to: the Oral 
Law,; or .the Mishnz, whereby: they areto 
beinftrufted in the lirteral (enle and:mean- 
ing of the; ;written Law ; with»-che Text 
whereof they are already acquainted 'Some- 
times:alid-: for the exerciſe; of their Wir, 
and fortryal of theiriAccurenefs,, the Ma- 
{ters uſe co propound: Allegories and Para- 
bles tu them , © under which” is always 
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couched. —— and: highly ligni- 
ficant piece of ledge, and oblige them 
tro findout rtheaflufion, This: Metho&of 
Inſtruction'y':1hs'been all along; practiſed 
both by P ers and Poets , eſpecially 
in-the Eaſtern parrs of the World, 'as Hi- 
ſtory does abundantly inform 'us. "Atter 
they have made an agreable proficiency 
in theſe Studies, they advance' ro ck; 
thereby to qualifie themſelves for-the-due 
exercite 'of 'their reaſon, 'in difcerning the 
proper conſequences of 'things from their 
immediate or remore' principles,” in form- 
ing atrue judgment of their'connexion'or 
diſagreement, and thereby \fortifying their 
mind againſt Errone0us and* Sophifſtical 
impreſſions; Their Judgments being thus 
ſettled, and by Age'znd Expertenceſuffici:

grounded upanithe firſt Chap: | 
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an eminence above his auditors who are 
{eaced round abont him and receive his do- 
drine with all poſlible attention. ' They 


pleaſe to him, if they ariſe out of the Subj 
of his diſcourſe, (otherwiſe they arenot al- 
lowed to ſpeak) and that to be done orderly 
one by one. There is alſo an interpreter 
appointed, who is to repeat what the Ma- 
ſter delivers for the benetic' and inſtrution 
of thoſe that are at ſo grear a diſtance rhar 
they cannot hear with ſufficient advantage.

We have before took notice of That mo- 
deſt and reverential behaviour in general, 
which the Scholars are to expreſs rowards 
their reſpetive Maſters; to which we 
hall only add rhat they are obliged to pay 
honour and deferenceto them in the ſame 
meaſure, and to the ſame degree as to their 
Parents, upon which account; they arc not
